- TLo triumphant entry ol: Sir IfiiEU- 
ERiCK . EoBERTS' into Ccibul lifter a 
campaign of less thnh 30 days is one 
of the most i-emarkiible military foats 
on record, ■when we consider the deep 
defiles and steep hills tlirougli and over 
which the forces iiad to l^o moved, tlin 
paucity of the means of transportation, 
and tlie smallncss of the army (GuOO 
men) which had to guard the passes, 
clear away obstructions and finally moot 
and thrasii the (_labul cock on his own 
dunghill. The tin-ashing would seem 
to have boon ver^v elTectivo and the 
Cabulea to bo so thoroughly cowed 
" that tho British troops ar^i now moving 
freely about tho city. Tho Ameer, 
whose good faith is doubted, remains a 
close prisoner, and should tho evidence 
establish his complicity in the ma.ssaore 
at the British residency his nccl: will 
undoubtedly pay tho penalty. Tho 
iiistory of tho lirst Biitisb ocoupation 
of Cabul is written in blood. The 
awful scenes that transpired in ISll 
when a British army numbering (camp 
followers and all) 16,000 were de- 
stroyed in the Himalaya ji.irfsos wliilst 
retreating under a pledge of '".safo eon- 
duct" given by the Ameer, is .still fresh 
in people's mind.s. But one of the great 
host that left Cabid in that retreat, 
survived to tell tho fcalo of horror. In 
revenge for tho destruction of tliat 
army the British invaded Afghanistan 
the following year and all but destroy- 
ed Cabul. Since 1812 the city has 
been rebuilt af'er tho Eastern style; 
and tho ferocious, bloodthirsty and 
treacliorous character of tho people re- 
mains unchanged, Tho murder of Ma- 
jor Cavaoxari and ins force proves this. 
Cabul is inclosed on the south and west 
by rocky hills of considerable altitude. 
There are walls round the city, but 
these are in tho most dilapidated con- 
dition. The defences of Cabul are 
contained and summod up in the 
capacity of tlui Bala Hissar to resist 
attack; and that is very meagre in- 
deed. The founding of tho ]3ala His- 
sar is attributed to Baber, but his suc- 
cessors added greatly to what ho com- 

tTinneed, Rn Intfi ns tlin reifrn of Aiini- 
ingzebo e.^tensivo vaults wei'o con- 
structed under it in which th.at mon- 
arch intended placing hi.s treasure. 
These are yet to he .seen. Situated on 
the eastern extremity of tho town, and 
on tho summit of a hill, the Bala His- 
sar, with its great walls and lofty build- 
ings, is a conspicuous object enough; 
and it commands tho town as com- 
pletely as the castle dominates Rdin- 
bui'g. The Bala Hissar is divided into 
two portions, a citadel within a for- 
tress. The former is snmll and could 
only hold a limited number of men. 
The main portion of tho fortress is largo 
and commodious, and could hold 5,000 
men. Despite, however, its imposing 
appearance, and its elevation above the 
town — it stands 150 feet above the 
plain.s — tho Bala Hissar is in too 
dilapidated a state to be held for any 
length of time against an English army. 
Tho only occasion on which the Bala 
Hissar has undergone an assault in 
modern times was when Dost Mahom- 
ed besieged it llfty years ago, and ca|)- 
tured it by blowing ui) one of the 
towers. In fact, tho Bala His- 
sar has been always hold as 
a royal palace, because it was a place 
sufficiently strong to resist the sedi- 
tious risings on the part of the jiopulaco 
and because it afTorded a place of se- 
curity against any sudden outburst of 
rebellion. It was also very convoni<;nt 
as a pri.son-house for rivals of refrac- 
tory vassals. But as a fortress against 
the attack of disoiplinod troops, 
the Bala Hissar is practically incapable 
of defence. The Cabul river is cros.scd 
by three or four bridges, and one of 
these is in the heart of the Kizilbash 
quarter of the city. The Kizilbashos 
are of Persian descent. They are sup 
posed to have settled in Cabul in the 
time of Nadir, although some records 
date their residence further back. They 
occupy a quarter of the town separated 
from the rest of the city, and iiave al- 
ways been considered an industrious 
portion of the community. We had 
many friends among them during the 
old occupation, and the house which Sir 
Alexander Barses occupied was 
situated close to their quarter. At one 
time the}' used to form the body-guard 
of the kings, but the Barakzais have 
curtailed their privileges. There is also 
a large Hindoo element in tho jiopula- 
tion,_buttho most numerous and the 
most aggi'essive class is that of the 
Afghan nationality, who are termed 
Cabuloes. Cabul is, after Bokhara, 
probably, the city in Asia where the 
fanatical zeal of the ilu.ssulmans runs 
highest. The iMollahs are a numerous 
and all-powerful class, and dervishes 
nro met with in groat numbers. Cabul 
is, therefore, a true metropolis. In its 
bazaars are to be seen tlie numerous 
tribes of northern Afghanistan, as well 
as ti'avellers and merchants from Turk- 
estan, Bokhara, Khiva, Cashmere and 
India. It has flourished on the trade 
■which has been, brought to it by these 
numerous wayfarers. But, .singular as 
it m.ay appear, these cosmopolitan 
advantages have by no means mollified 
the natural charactci of its inhabitants. 
They are still, as they have ever been, 
the turbulent Cabulee.s. 

CAN-ADA FIRE n/'SUJiA A^OJi: FOR 
1S7S. 

The report of Mr. Cheiiuyman, Do- 
minion Superintendent of Insurance 
■whose deputy, by tho way, is Mr. C. A. 
Anderson, a former resident of Victoria, 
has made its appearance, and from it we 
obtain tho information that of tho 
twenty-seven comjianies which held 
licenses for the transaction of Eire or 
Inland Marine Insurance at the end of 
tho year 1877, tho'llcenees were all re- 
newed in 1878, with tho exception, of. 



the Stadacona.. which had ceased to do 
now business after the St. John fire. 
The Dominion Fire and;;;Marine Insur- 
ance Company of Hairiilion, Out., 
chartered by the Parliament of Canada, 
went into operation this year, and the 
Agricultural In.surance Company of 
Watertown, N.Y., received a license, 
having re-insured the outstanding risks 
of i the insolvent" Canada Agriculture. 
The business of Pire Insuranco'for the 
year 1S7S was transacted by twenty- 
eight companies, of which eleven were 
Canadian, thirteen were British and 
four United States companies. Tlie 
prenuums received during tho year for 
Firo Iusuraneo,in Canada by all com- 
panies amounted to §3,308,130, being 
a decrease, as compared with 1S77, of 
$39;}, 575; the losses incurred amounted 
to §1,073,015, being a decrease of §7,- 
150,022; and the amount paid during 
tho year for losses was §1,822,- 
071, being a decreas* of $0,668,- 
215; tho amount paid for lo!?ses 
thus being 51. 1 1 per cent, of that re- 
ceived for premium.s, the corresponding 
rate for 1877 having been 225.58 per 
per cent. Tlie distribution of the pay- 
ments and receipts among the com- 
panie,"! was as follows:

The.se results sliow that the year 
1878, with its ratio of 54.11, has beon 
the most prosperous year of tho whole 
decade, the nearest approach to it being 
1S7-1, with a ratio of 51. OS, and this 
is further enchanced by the fact already 
mentioned of so largo an amount of 
the losses of the disastrous year 1877 
having been thrown over into it. Tiie 
final ratio for tho whole ten years' 
business^ 86.09, is still very high, and it 
will require years of prosperity before 
it is reduced to the level of GO per 
cent., which is usually considered tiie 
normal rate. The total net amount in- 
sured liy policies in force in Canada at 
the end of 1878 was §109,899,701, 
which is less by §10,442,980 than the 
corresponding amount in 1877. In 
Canadian companies there was a de- 
crease of §46,311,328; in British com- 
panies, an increase of §18,398,125; and 
in United States companies an increase 
of §17,172,923. The decrease for tho 
Canadian companies arose mainly from 
the cessation of business by the Canada 
Agricultural, tlie Provincial and the 
Stadacona, which accounts for §1-1,- 
201,991 of the decrease. The not de- 
crease in all the active companies was 
§2,052,337. 

The anne.\od table gives the gross 
amounts of fire risks taken by the sev- 
eral companies during the year, and 
the premiums charged thereon, and also,

Clear ami frosty weather lias 
set in and as a rule operations in the hill 
claims had been suspended for tho sea- 
son. Very few miners — probably not 
more than 20— were loft at Fort Wrangol 
at the date of the Wcstorn Slope's depar- 
ture for this port. About. 7o have gone 
to Sitka to seek employniont there. Not 
much confidence is placed in tho new 
creek and paying ground reported to have 
been made by Dan. Bowen. Several men 
—amongst them Sylvester — are, how- 
ever, talking about proceeding from Mc- 
Dauie creek to tho locality shortly. But 
few Chinamen have as yet come out of 
the mines and the majority expect to bo 
able to work until tlio ond of tlie present 
month. Johnson, tho Indian sentenced 
to death for the murder of Mr. Jenkin- 
son, toll-collector, is still lying in gaol at 
Glonora Landing; the Indian Tom An- 
derson, awaiting trial for rnuidor of a 
kloocliman, is at Dcase Creek enjoying 
comparative liberty and having a "good 
time of it," much to tho nmazoment of 
the other natives residing there.

EUROPE. 

JiONDON', Oct, 7. — Sir Anthonj' 
Cleasby, Baron of tho Court of Exche- 
quer, is dead. 

St. Peteusuuhc;, Oct. 9. — A great 
fire occurred on Wednesday last at 
Riga, destroying forty houses and the 
new Government building. 

[Riga is tho capital of the province 
of Livonia and the second commercial 
city of European Russia. The city is 
situated on the Duna, was founded in 
the year 1200, and was one of tho 
chief town of the Han-seatic League. 
Twenty years ago its population -was 
72,000. Flax, flaxseed, corn, hemp, 
linseed, wool, hides, lumber, tallow 
and feathers are the chief exports. 
Tho principal merchants are of Ger- 
man descent. The old town is not 
much to boast of, but tho now part nf 
the city is handsomely built and eon- 
tains many fine public buildings. — 

London, Oct, G-- — The building, 49 
Ilollywell street. Strand, was burned 
to-day. Adjacent houses were damag- 
ed by beat and water. 

St. Petebsbdro, Oct,6. — ^The police 
have discovered a secret printing office 
and workmen printing intended pam- 
phlets. 

London, Oct, 6. — William Ringgold 
Cooper, the American charged with 
forgery by Glynn, Mills k, Co., bank 
ers, was arraigned again to-day before 
the Lord Mayor, at the Mansion 
House Police Court. Among the 
spectators in Court was noticed a 
young American lady, quietly dressed 
and deeply veiled, who has passed in 
London as Cooper's wife. Jlr. Dv^j, a 
resident of Hemel, Hanipsted, a friend 
of the prisoner during his residence in 
Hertfordshire, testified to Cooper's 
handwriting. During the cross-ex- 
amination the -witness wept. He .stat- 
ed that a more highly educated and re- 
fined and honorably man than the 
prisoner ho had never met. He 
had known him for about two years. 
Tho pri-soner had completely won the 
affection of himself, his family and his 
neighbors. He could hardly believe 
the truth of the charges made. At 
this point the witne.ss looked toward 
the prisoner appealingly, ns if he would 
have him deny the charges. Cooper 
could not, however, meet tho gaze of 
his deceived friend. His eyes sank 
and he seemed visibly aflccted. Tho 
prisoner appeared at one time to have 
a chance of ultimately escaping punish- 
ment, on tlie plea of mistaken identity, 
in consequence of the uss of a false 
beard; but tho evidence of tho last wit 
ncss, tho hair dresser, who mado the 
beard, caused him to bo committetl for 
trial on both charges. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
Panama, September 25. — A despatch 
from Ocana, on the River Magdalena, 
received at Barranquilla on the 17 th 
instant, reports a rising of Communists 
at Bucorainaugs, in the State of San- 
tander, on the 9th instant. The Al- 
calde, Pedro Collazos, headed a crowd 
of ruffians in an attack upon several 
wealthy establishments, among others 
the only bank in the place, and com- 
pletely sacked them, killing and wound- 
ing pensons who endeavored to defend 
them, and also burning the buildings. 
They then returned to the two cuar- 
tels, carrying their plunder, and en- 
trenched themselves. The city remain- 
ed in a state of alarm and bowor four 
days. Many families fled to the woods 
and others barricaded their doors and 
kept guard night and day. General 
Wilcher, President of the State, hast- 
ened from the capital, Soccrro, more 
than sixty miles from Bucaraniafiua, 
with a small but disciplined force, at- 
tacked the robbers in their entrench 
position, and completely routed them. 
Ho killed several of the leaders, and 
took many prisoners. 

UNITED STATES. 
EniE (Pa.), Oct. 8. — A young Eng- 
lishman, calling himself Herbert Mar- 
tin, is in great '. demand here.

ston, ainl" confidentially proclaimed 
himself Viscount Herbert, heir to tho 
earldom of ilount-Edgecomb. He 
praye<l that his rank might be kept 
secret, as the next heir was seeking his 
life. His Lordship borrowed about 
.$200 from thu hospitable- family, an 
English one, which took him in, and it 
is rumored that ho has obtained about 
6500 more from five other persons to 
whom ho confessed his nobility under 
seal of confidence. He has also com- 
mitted forgery, and has been engaged 
in a blackmailing operation. His arrest 
is expected. 

]\IoiilLE, Oct. 7. — Tin; Spanish brig 
Diligcnto was wrecked to-day while 
coining over Lower Bay in charge of a 
pilot. The disaster seems to have been 
the result of an attempt to "go about " 
with strong head winds. Tlie pilot, 
Xed Dorgan, asked the Captain if his 
ship worked easy, and receiving an 
aflSrmative answer, made the necessary 
inanreuvres, but she missed lu;r stays 
and went ashore stern foremost. When 
tho captain saw that the lo.ss of tlie 
vessel was inevitable he drew a revol- 
ver and firod three shots at Oorgan, 
who immediately jumped o\'oi'Tioard, 
followed by the irate captain. \ sail- 
or also threw himself into tho bay to 
assist his superior olliccr, but both wero 
drowned.

His countrymen took tlie 
body to the biirying grouiul, casting tho 
pro})itiatory money to (he four winds 
while en roit/<; and, having arrived 
there, with pagan mummies, but with- 
out uttering n word, burned money, 
shofS, and garments for his use in the 
happier land, and then gave way to 
tho Young IMen's Christian Asociatioii, 
who perfonnod a service in keeping 
with American customs, and the celes- 
tial was left in his grave without fur- 
ther disturbance. The Clune.se resi- 
dents consider tho Young Men's Ciiris- 
tian Association as interloper in this 
case.

On tlie 1 Itl), at the morning service 
at Christ church, Kennington road, the 
Rev. Newman Hall appeared in the 
pulpit for tho first time isince tho lato 
triid in the Divorce Court, which at- 
tracted so large a shai'e of public at- 
tention, The rev. gentleman looked 
very well, appearing to have much 
benefited from his tour on the contin- 
ent. Jlr. Hall, after uttering a prayer 
in which was expressed thankfulness 
for having been permitted again to take 
take part in tho worship of God in that 
church, said that he was hardly able to 
express tho feelings with which he ap- 
peared again in that pulpit as their 
pastor for the first time since the trial, 
which had taken place under circum- 
stances which gave rise to (jucstions on 
which had depended his continuance 
in the position of their pastor, and 
even his continuing in tho exercise of 
tho ministry, which had ever been to 
him as dear as life itself. jMuch as 
personal explanations were to be de- 
precated, some such vindication was 
necessary, in consequence of charges 
whicli had been made, and which would 
have been continued and extended, if 
tho opportunity which had offered of 
fully disposing of them under legal ad- 
vice had been neglected, lie wished 
not to say a word more as to the main 
questions at Issue. I'lieso had been 
determined by the tribunal. But other 
questions had arisen, which would have 
been also fully explained during tho 
trial but for the course which was then 
taken which precluded their being gone 
into. He was, in saying this, speaking 
to the congregation of the church, ad- 
dressing alone liis own sjiecial flock. If 
any member of that llock required an 
explanation of these circumstances he 
referred them to the trustees and elders 
who would be able fully to satisfy 
them. Saint Paul had on one occasion 
thought it right to a])[ieal to those 
to whom he had ministered, saying, "I 
have coveted no man's silver or gold," 
ifcc, and he (the pi-eacher) might now 
ttike occasion to appeal to tho con- 
gregation as to whether any mother, 
or sister, or brothers had ever Inul 
reason to complain of his conduct or 
bearing toward anj' relative. As much 
as this he had felt to be due to tho 
congTAgation which had honoured him 
with their confidence. 

The relative cost of the rival great

Detiioit, Jlich., Sept. 29. — A terri- 
bly bloody and mysterious tragedy was 
enacted near this place last night, re- 
sulting in the death of Mr, and Mrs. 
Hemy Morris. The circumstances of 
the atlair point to it as one of the most 
mysterious afTairs of the kind ever 
heard of hereabout. !Mr. jMorrls' body 
was found on the steps of his house 
dressed only in his night-clothes, de- 
ceased having evidently been shot. 
Mrs. Morris' botly was discovered in a 
closet opening oft' a bed-room in the 
house. She, too, had been shot, nnd 
was stone dead. IXr. I\Iorris' trousers 
were found in a barn and it was seen 
that one of his horses was missing 
Mr. nnd Mrs. Morris were young peo- 
ple of means and high standing in the 
community. The first knowledge of 
the horrible crime was when tho hired 
girl found IMorris' dead body on tho 
rear step leading to the house. She 
gave the alarm and on examination it 
found that he had been shot through 
tlie neck and breast. ' Mrs. Morris 
was found sitting in tho bedroom closot 
where sho had fled after receiving her 
death wounds. She .sat on the floor 
with her back to the wall of tho closet 
with a revolver in her hand and four 
bullet holes in lier breast. The mur- 
derer escaped on tho back of one of My. 
Morris' horses, but nothing else wns 
stolen. There is as yet no clue to tho 
murderer". 

Threateniner Attitude of Betumod 
Communists in Paris. 

Pauls, Oct. 9. — Some uneasiness i.s 
caused by tlie attitude of the Radicals 
and returned Communists, who at first 
taught a lesson of prudence and moder- 
ation to those seeking to make political 
capital out of them, but have been 
quietly drawn into tho stream of fana- 
tical opinions until thoy now fancy 
they have to ]mrdou and not to be par- 
doned. At the funeral of two of the 
Communists who died since their re- 
lease, the crimes of the Commune were 
openly extolled. The candidacy of 
non-amnestied Communists for vacan- 
cies in the Chambers of Deputies is 
beginning to be organized. These fur- 
nish the reactionists with a pretext for 
diffusing distrust in the Republic.
